For four and a half days the 
Saguenay, en route to Britain 
when attacked by a submarine 
lying idle on the surface, pushed 
her way several hundreds of 
miles through battering seas, her 
bow so far under water that the 
prow could not be seen from the 
bridge 


Men Seen Last 
On Forward Deck 


Most of the 21 missing men 
were last seen on the forward 
mess deck, where the blaze and 
acrid smoke made It almost im 
possible to continue fire-fighting 
and the order was given to pre 
pare to abandon ship. 

Relentlessly the sailors closed 
in on the flames fed by exploding 
paints as stokers in the engine 
room crew kept the ship forging 
slowly ahewd. 

As flames neared the magazine 
and shell room the chief engine 
room artificer, William Brooking 
of Dartmouth, NS, and Chief 
Stoker Charlies Branch and Lt- 
Engineer H. H. Wright battled 
their way through the “bloody 
awful mess” to open the flooding 
valves.
